FORCE BERUN_STRIKE'S END 
Threat to Mobilize Workers and Give 


Them Soldiers' Wages Effective. 
The German 
military 
authorities 


have taken control

weppon and munition factory.

remained on strike. 


They ordered the workmen to return 


to work immediately, stating that un- 
less they did so they would be mobiliz- 
ed and compelled to work at soldiers' 
wages.

Fr^m 
this point to St. Quentin the line ap- 
proaches closely the Cambrai-St. Quen- 
tin road and canal. 


The lull in the past week on the 


British front was broken by attacks 
which spread along a wide front. TJC 
fighting was particularly severe 
on 


both banks of the Scarpe. where the 
British pushed forward in their initial 
successes and won the battle of Arras. 


It is only possible at the time of 


writing to give very indefinite news, 
but the first reports coming back in- 
dicate the capture of Cavrelle, ncrth 
cf the Scarpe, and Guemappe, to the 
south of that stream. 


A bus; push was also made oppcs'te 


Croisilles. and from that sector of the 
front alone comes the report that more 
than 1000 prisoners wer° taken. 


Cavrolle i.s a part of the last definite 


defense the Germans have before fall- 
ing back on what Is known as the Dro- 
court-Queant switch to the Hindenbure 
line. 


The British also made progress in

The fighting was under fine weathei 


and a chill northeast wind. The latter, 
however, dried the ground and gave 
the attacking troops the beat going 
they had enjoyed this year.

Further south British troops have 
captured tho remainder of the village 
of Trosoault and occupied tho greater 
part of Havrincourt wood, which foim* 
ed a two-mile bulge In their line. Fr m 
this point to St, Quentin the line ap­ 
proaches closely tho Cambrai St. Quen­ 
tin road and canal. 
Tho lull In tho past week on the 
British front was broken by attacks 
which spread ahmg a \vide front. T.ie 
fighting was particularly 
severe 
on 
both banks of tho Scarpo, whore the 
British pushed forw’ard in their initial 
sucrosses and won the battle of Arras. 
It is only possible at the time of 
writing to give very Indefinite now’s, 
but tho first reports coming bark in­ 
dicate the capture of Cavrolle, n'rlh 
cf the Scarpo, and Guemappo, to tlie 
south of that stream. 
A bug push w'as also made opprs*te 
Croisiilos. and from that sector of the 
front alone comes the report that more 
than 1000 prisoners wore taken. 
Cavrolle i.s a part of tho last definite 
defense the Gormans have before fall 
ing back on w^hat is known as the Dro. 
court-Queant switch to the Hindenburg 
line. 
The British also made progress in 
the region south%vest of Lens, tho Ger. 
man garrison of which town daily is 
facing a more critical situation. 
The fiKhtlng was under fine weathei 
and a chill northeast wind. Tho latter, 
however, dried the ground and gave 
tho attacking troops the beat going 
they had enjoyed this year. Tho bom­ 
bardment Of the new German position« 
which had been going on steadily fri 
two days increased in intensity and 
the skies were lio:hted by the contlnu 
ous flashes o'* thr^ guns. 
Airplanes fairly filled the air over 
the battle linos, directing the artillery 
and co-operating with the infantry. 
British aviators brought 
down 
six 
observation haloons. 
The relative qi*Iot on the French 
front results from one of these normal 
pauses in the battle after the first 
vigorous shock which drove the Ger 
mans from their formidable positions 
along a range of hills where they had 
been long entrenched. 
Tht work of 
organization, however, proceeds con­ 
tinuously. 
Tho French unrelentingly 
maintain contact with the Germans, 
and here and there along the line have 
pushed them back still further in local 
engagements. 
The artillery and th€ 
aviation sections 
wore 
favored by 
clearer skies and tho guns roar inces* 
tjantiy. 
The new British offensive on the Ar 
ras front was repulsed 
with 
heavy 
casualties to the attackers, according 
to the evening official communication 
Issued by the German war office.

WHY NOT SKATE ON GLASS? 


Science Explains Why Any 
Smooth 


Surface Will Not Answer Purpose 


as Well as Ice. 


Why is it that steej skates glide so 


readily over an ice surface? 
The 


structure of the ice does not explain 
this phenomenon. Nor does this mode 
of locomotion depend on the smooth- 
ness of the ice-sheet. 
Glass may be 


had with a very smooth surface, but 
it would *>e very poor stuff1 to skate on 
if available. The sport of ice skating 
depends on the fact that water ex- 
pands on freezing; for, since ice is of 
greater bulk than water, any force that 
tends to reduce its bulk will also tend 
to change it back to water. 
As the 


whole weight of the skater rests with 
each stroke on the narrow, sharp edge 
of his skate, it fellows that a quite 
large pressure is exerted on a very 
small area of the ice surface. 
The re- 


sult is that the ice melts and the 
skater glides forward on a film of wa- 
ter of the width of a pencil-line, which 
immediately refreezes after the skate 
edge has passed. 


The colder the ice the greater must 


be pressure to bring it to the melt- 
ing point, hence the fact that on very 
cold ice it is difficult to make the 
skates "bite." 
In any event only a 


slight amount' of melting takes place, 
for it requires'about 2,000 pounds of 
pressure to the square inch to reduce 
the melting point by one degree centi- 
grade. This may seem a high pressure 
to be exerted by a skater, yet when it 
is remembered that the edge of a skate 
is only a very small fraction of a 
square inch in area, and that tee is 
seldom very much colder than the 
freezing point (since there is usually 
water below the ice sheet at 30 
Fahrenheit

cooled 


to the freezing point), 
it will be 


appreciated that this explanation Is 
quite reasonable.—O. D. von Engeln in 
Harper's Magazine.

ON LEARNING FLY-CASTING. 


Mr. Dear Buck: 


It's some jump from bait-casting 


with artificial plugs to fly-casting with 
the light, feathery imitation that coaxes 
the gamy fighters out of the waters, 
but you can make it easy enough, old 
man, by doing a stretch of "dry 'wa- 
ter" practice work on the back lawn. 
To the ordinary bait-caster who has 
accustomed himself to the 
stiffer, 


short rod, fly-casting with the nine or 
ten foot rod weighing from five to six 
and a quarter ounces seems like the 
impossible. 
Many are the yarns he 


has heard about the "fine art of fish- 
ing," fly-casting; much has been writ- 
ten about the "science" of this end of 
the game, in fact, the average every- 
now-and-then, week end fisherman who 
has become proficient in bait-casting 
has been scared to a fare-you-well at 
the thought of learning to toss the 
light flies and he has stuck to bait- 
casting as the "safety-first" of fishing, 
thereby missing many pleasant hours 
whipping streams. 


Practice Makes a Fly-Caster. 


Right down to rocks, Buck, you 


can learn fly-casting by a little prac- 
tice with the right tackle—of course, 
you must not get the bug in your 
tackle-box that this practice makes 
you an expert fly-fisherman, but it 
gives you a start at an angle of the 
game to which you will become a 
regular member as soon as you have 
whipped a stream or two. You can 
learn the action of fly-casting quite 
easily, practice will make you in a. 
short time a good fly-caster, but there 
is nothing whatever to make you 
bring home a well filled creel, except 
the study of fish, the streams you fish 
and the exercising of care and alert- 
ness of mind while after the game fish 
that rise to the fly. 


You can wh'ip a stream all day with 


any variety or selection of flies with- 
out creeling a fish if you don't know 
the habits and loafing places of the 
fish and how to cast without scaring 
them to death. 


Tackle Necessary to Start. 


Probably the best all round fly rod 


for all except-the smallest of moun- 
tain brooks, is a split bamboo from 
nine to ten feet, weighing from five 
to six ounces, my preference is the 
nine and a, half footer for general cast- 
ing, with 25 yards of waterproof enam- 
eled silk line, size E or F, according 
to the weight 'of the rod, E for the 
heavier and F for the lighter one. An 
ordinary single action click reel of 100 
yards" capacity is necessary. Don't 
bother with a, leader for the lawn 
practice, save it for the real fishing, 
although you can tie a very small 
piece of white string on the end of 
the line to locate the end easily to 
note the distance from your target. 


Trying Out the Cast. 


Peg down a newspaper' or small 


cloth on the lawn, take a position fac- 
ing it, say 25 feet away, place the reel 
on the underside of the rod with the 
handle to the right and keep it there 
at all times. Grasp the rod in the 
right hand, reel under, with the thumb 
straight along the top of the grip- 
never curved around the grip. Cast 
out about ten feet of line letting it 
fall in front of you on a line with the 
target, with the left hand unreel about 
fifteen feet of line—but do not pass this 
line through the guides and out the 
tip, but let it drop to the ground at 
your feet, retaining a hold on the line 
about a foot this side of the first 
guide. 
Point your rod at the target, 


keeping your arm as far as the elbow 
close to the body (this is essential, 
the forearm and wrist must do the 
work) swing the rod up to a vertical 
position slowly at first, taking up 
loose line and ending with a strong, 
quick wrist and forearm motion. This 
throws the line in the air and the 
swing of the rod carries it back over 
the shoulder/ but be sure of this 
point, stop the cast when the thumt 
along the grip shows that the rod is 
vertical; more casts are killed by too 
much of a swing over the shoulder 
than any other way. This is the first 
half of the cast and In called the back 
cast. Thi* cast causes the line to fly 
out behind you and the instant you 
feel the slightest tug on the rod you 
know that the line has straightened 
out behind and at this point start the 
forward cast. Make the forward cast 
beginning It with an easy swing put- 
ting the steam on at the wlndup, stop- 
ping the cast with a snap when par* 
allel with the ground. 


Big Points to Remember. 


The main points to watch are: Make 


the back cast forcibly. Not to swing 
the rod back too far on the back cast, 
kecping.it at vertical rather than back 
farther—sjtart forward cast at the 
slightest pull of the line—start for- 
ward cast mildly, finish It strong, and 
not toJower the rod too near the wa- 
ter at the wind up.

It*s somo jump from bait-casting 
with artificial plugs to fly-casting with 
tho light, feathery imitation that coaxes 
tho gamy fighters out of tho waters, 
but you can make it easy enough, old 
man, by doing a stretch of “dry wa­ 
ter” practice w'ork on tho back lawn. 
To the ordinary bait-caster who has 
accustomed himself to 
the

short rod, fly-casting with the nine or 
ton foot rod weighing from five to six 
and a quarter ounces seems liko tho 
impossible. 
Many are the yarns ho 
has heard about tho “fino art of fish­ 
ing,” fly-casting; much has been writ­ 
ten about the “sciencc” of this end of 
the gamo, in fact, the average overy- 
now-and-then. w’(»ok end fisherman who 
has become proficient in bait-casting 
has boen scared to a fare-you-well at 
the thought of learning to toss tho 
light flies and he has stuck to bait- 
casting as the “safety-first” of fishing, 
thereby missing many pleasant hours 
whipping streams. 
Practice Makes a Fly-Castcr. 
Bight dow’n to ro(‘ks, Buck, you 
can learn fly-casting by a little prac­ 
tice with the right tackle—of course, 
you must not get the bug in your 
tackle-box that this practice makes 
you an expert fly-fisherman, but it 
gives you a start at an angle of the | 
game to wiiich you will become a 
regular member as soon as yon have 
whipped a stream or two. 
You can 
learn the action of fly-casting quite 
easily, practlco will make you in a 
short time a good fly-caster, but there 
is nothing whatever to make you 
bring home a well filled creel, except 
the study of fish, the streams you fish 
and the exercising of care and alert­ 
ness of mind while after the game fish 
that rise to the fly. 
You can whip a stream all day with 
any variety or selection of flies with­ 
out creeling a fish if you don’t knolv 
the habits and loafing places of the 
fish and how to cast without scaring 
them to death. 
Tackle Necessary to Start. 
Probably the best all round fly rod 
for all except *the smallest of moun­ 
tain brooks, is a split bamboo from 
nine to ten feet, weighing from five 
to six ounces, my preference Is the 
nine and a half foqter for general cast­ 
ing, with 25 yards of waterproof enam­ 
eled silk line, size B or F, according 
to the weight *of the rod, B for the 
heavier and F for the lighter one. An 
ordinary single action click reel of 100 
yards' capacity is necessary. 
Don’t 
bother with a leader for the lawn 
practice, save it for the real Ashing, 
although you can tie a very small 
piece of w^hite string on the end oi 
I the line to locate the end easily to 
note the distance from your target. 
Trying Out the Cast, 
Peg down a newspaper^ or small 
cloth on the lawn, take a position fac­ 
ing it, say 25 feet away, place the reel 
on the underside of the rod with the 
handle to tho right and keep it there 
at all times. 
Grasp the rod In the 
right hand, reel undei*, with the thumb 
straight along the top of the grip— 
never curved around the grip. 
Cast 
out about ten feet of line letting it 
fall in front of you on a line with the 
target, with the left hand unreel about 
flfteen feet of line—but do not pass this 
line through the guides and out tho 
tip, but let it drop to tho ground at 
your feet, retaining a hold on the line 
about a foot this side of the first 
guide. 
Point your rod at the target, 
keeping your arm as far as the elbow 
close to the body (this is essential, 
the forearm and wrist m ust do tho 
work) swing the rod up to a vortical 
position slowly at first, taking up 
loose line and ending with a strong^ 
quick wrist and forearm motion. This 
throws the line in the air and the 
swing of the rod carries it back over 
the shoulder,/ but be sure of thts 
point, stop the cast when the thum t 
along the grip shows that the rod Is 
vertical; more casts are killed by too 
much of a swing over tho shoulder 
than any other way. This is the first 
half of the cast and is called the back 
cast. This cast causes the line to fly 
out behind you and the instant you 
feel the slightest tug on the rod you 
know that tho line has straightened 
out behind and at this point start tho 
forward cast. Make the forward, cast 
beginning it with an easy swing put­ 
ting the steam on at the windup, stop­ 
ping the cast with a snap when par­ 
allel with the ground.

The Prohibition Farce Now 


Played Should Be Pertinently 


Called "The Dryer the Wetter" 


tTader the trite title of "Prohibition and Revenue," a Philadelphia paper contains 
an editorial of timely interest Extracts follow: "There is something about our 
national excise revenues which need* explanation in view ef the fact that nearly 
half of the States have absolute prohibition laws and that much of the territory 
in the other States is 'dry,' The 'wet' territory still seems to have a majority 
of the population, but the 'dry' districts are growing rapidly. Therefore, we 
are amazed at the following official figures of revenue from the taxes on 
liquors, beers, etc. Read the comparative table: Whisky receipts in 1915 were 
$137.004,131, in 1916 were $160,090,660; beer receipts in 1915 were $86,708,803; 
in 1916. were $91,718,375. In both instances there was a large increase and the 
rate of taxation was the same, showing an enormous increase in consumption. 
Mr. Bryan believes that this country will be entirely dry within ten years and 
there are very many who agree Vith him, even though they are opposed 
to it 
If so, it is certain that there will have to be a remarkable change either 


in the execution of the laws or in the assuaging of thirst . . . . We are 
not arguing the point but calling attention to the fact that some way and some- 
how the consumption of alcoholic drinks increases in spite of prohibitory laws." 
Another Philadelphia paper, also commenting on the report of the Internal Reve- 
nue report, says: "Evidently the thirst of the nation is not being quenched by dry 
laws . . . But the figures are of pertinent interest as affording a measure of 
the problem which is involved in the plan of national prohibition, or the total 
eradication of distilled and malt intoxicants from the United States. They meas- 
ure the conditions against which the theory must operate. The fact of con- 
sumption is quite as important to consider as the fact of production. The lat- 
ter may be stopped by mandate of law, and that is the simpler part of the pro- 
gram. But individual taste and desire and habit are not as readily subject to 
legislative dictation and control" From the above editorials is once more shown

Prohibition Farce Now Being 
Played Should Be Pertinently 
Called “The Dryer the Wetter” 


Under the trite title of “Prohibition and Revenue,” a Philadelphia paper coñtalns 
an editorial of timely interest Extracts follow; “There is something about our 
national excise revenues which needs explanation in view *f the fact that nearly 
half of the States have abs\itute prohibition laws and that much of the territory 
in the other States is ‘dry.’ The ‘wet’ territory still secais to have a majority 
of the population, but the ‘dry’ districts arc growing rapidly. Therefore, we 
«re amazed at the following official figures of revenue from the taxes on 
liquors, beers, etc. Read the comparative table: Whisky receipts in 1915 were 
$137,004,131, in 1916 were $160,990,660; beer receipts in 1915 were $86,708,803; 
in 1916, were $91,718,375. In both instances there was a large increase and the 
rate of taxation was the same, showing an enormous increase in consumption. 
Mr. Bryan believes that this coimtry will bo entirely dry within ten years and 
there are very many who agree with him, even though they are opposed 
to it. If so, it is ccrtain that there will have to be a remarkable change cither 
in the execution of the laws or in the assuaging of thirst . . . . We are 
not arguing the point, but calling attention to the fact that some way and some­ 
how the consumption of alcoholic drinks increases in spite of prohibitory laws.” 
Another Philadelphia paper, also commenting on the report of the Internal Reve­ 
nue report, says: “Evidently the thirst of the nation is not being quenchcd by dry 
laws . . 
But the figures are of pertinent interest as affording a measure of 
the problem which is involved in the plan of national prohibition, or the total 
eradication of distilled and malt intoxicants from the United States, They meas­ 
ure the conditions against which the theory must operate. 
The fact of con­ 
sumption is quite as important to consider as the fact of production. 
The lat­ 
ter may be stopped by mandate of law, and that is the simpler part of the pro­ 
gram. 
But individual taste and desire and habit are not as readily subject to 
legislative dictation and controL” From the above editorials is once more shown 
the FALLACY that Prohibition prohibits, when tho FACT is made manifest that 
all it does is to prevent the regulated and legalized sale of alcoholic beverages.

Rats and Fires. 


At a time •when everyone is com- 


plaining of (he high cost of Ihing it 
might be well to sec if we cannot elim- 
inate two great sources of \\aste.—fires 
and rats. 


Most fires are needless. 
All rats 


are so. Some years ago a study of the 
rat problem in Philadelphia arrived at 
the conclusion th.'it the rodents of that 
city ate more than fi million dollars 
worth of food each year. At that r.ite, 
the distrusting creatures can hardly 
cost less than $100,000,000 per year 
to the whole country. This is a pret- 
ty high price to pay for the compan- 
ionship of impish pests which, besides 
their other bad habits, undermine 
floors and < arry the most dreaded of 
all diseases, bubonic plague. 


Yet fires are more expensive than 


rats. In 1915—the last year for which 
figures are at hand—the American 
people paid out in premiums for fire 
Insurance $41f»,3G1,34G. 
Of this vast 


sum at least three-fourths could he 
saved by reducing our fire record to 
the rate prevailing in England', France 
or Germany; and even in oui-"time and 
nation S300,000,000 per year is a su\ 
Ing worth noting, and 
one which 


would have a perceptible effect on flu 
cost of living. 


Find Unexploded Shell Which They 


Believe Is "Little Sun" and Try 


to Split It in Four Piece*. 


Greediness wiped out half the popu- 


lation of a small village in China, ac- 
cording to Cnpt. Fritz Dttmark, who 
\vus formerly principal of the Seamen's 
Church Institute In New York city. 
There were only 30 people In the vil- 
age, a retired spot on the Hwang riv- 
er, and of the 30, 15 were instantly 
killed. 


The Chinese government had been 


making experiments with some new 
shells. A mile from the village a com- 
pany of soldiers had been doing target 
practice with the shells, and had then 
been sent to garrison a fort some dis- 
tance away. During the target prac- 
tice the soldiers would not let the vil- 
lagers get nearer than half a mile of 
the guns, and the people, all ignorant 
coolies, had no idea what the shooting 
meant. 


Some mouths after the target prac- 


tice hiid ceased and the villagers had 
forgotten about it, two coolies, digging 
in a field, came upon a bright, round 
object. It was very heavy, and point- 
ed at one end. Neither knew what the 
object w as. As a matter of fact it was 
tin eight-inch shell that had not ex- 
ploded.

dug the shell up. 


"No, it is mine! I saw it first!" 


fried the second coolie. "You would 
not have known it was there if I -had 
not seen it." 


"And 
you would not have seen it if 


I had not dug it up." 


For half an hour the two men ar- 


gued, each advancing his claim in high- 
pitched, squealing tones. At last they 
agreed to let an aged Chinaman, who 
was said to be very wise, settle the 
question for them. 


"You must divide it equally," was 


the verdict of the old man. 


Then came the question as to how 


they should divide it. They tried to 
break it with a rock, but the shell 
'could not be crushed that way. 


"Let the blacksmith divide it," sug- 


gested the old man. 


To the blacksmith they wont. 
"I do not work for nothing," de- 


clared the smith. "I will divide it into 
three parts; one for the man who 
found it, one for the man who saw it 
first and one for mo." 


That arrangement had. almost been 


decided upon when the old mnn who 
had p;iven the decision in the case 
objected. 
If the blacksmith was to 


have a third, then he himself ou^ht to 
have a piece for settling the dispute.

Postage Stamps as Currency. 


"Necessity money" was tho name 


given to a sort of improv iscd paper cur- 
rency that circulated dining the early 
years of our Civil war when the sus- 
pension of specie payments and the 
scarcity of subsidiary silver coius 
caused much inconvenience. The gov- 
ernment did not begin to issue paper 
fractional currency, or as it was some- 
times called postal currency, until Au- 
gust, 1SG2, and that soon gave relief 
in the way of Small change. Before 
that, however, an enterprising individ- 
ual of New York, John Gault by name, 
devised a plan for using postage 


i stamps as currency. The stamps then 


I issued were for 1, 2, 3, 5, up to 30 cents 
in diflerent colors. 
Gault invented a 


little metallic frame for tho stamps of 
different denominations and by cover- 
ing the fac'j of the- stamp with a thin 
layer of mica made it fit for circulation 
without being ihjuucd or soiled, Of 
course the stamps had to Le purchased 
from the government at their face 
value, but when framed in this way 
they made a very good substitute for 
.small notes or change. For a year or 
two Gault did a large business filling 
orders for framed postage stamps or 
selling the right to use his device all 
over the country. The purchaser had 
a right to place his name and adver- 
tisement on the device, and as the 
stump was always worth its face value 
the holder who took it at par could not 
lose anything.

"Of the girls working in department 


stores Go per cent should have their 
teeth attended to. 


"Twenty per cent need eyeglasses. 
"Thirty-five per cent have digestive 


troubles. 


"Eighty-five per cent have something 


the matter with their backs'. 


"And a group of well-to-do American 


daughters will show just as many phj-- 
sical defects as the poor working girls," 
ended Doctor Mann. 


For years Doctor Mann has been 


working to improve the social condition 
of American girlhood. She has made 
physical examinations of hundreds of 
girls from ail classes. 


"Compared with the women devel- 


oped by the Greek civilization, even 
with modern Scandinavian and Ger- 
man women, American gills are in bad 
shape," Doctor Mann continued 


"There are not more than eight to 


fifteen girls In every hundred who have 
flat, straight, normal backs. 
Out of 


tho remaining 85 some backs hollow in 
too abruptly at the waist, others show 
lateral curves—of which the visible 
effect is rounded shoulders or one 
shoulder higher than tho other.

Soldering Aluminum Will 


Aid Its Use in Industry j 


The great drawback to the use of 


aluminum for industrial purposes has 
hitherto been that once broken or 
cracked it could bo mended only by 
riveting or welding, a costly process, 
for there has been no way of soldo: ing 
the metal. At last, however, a solder 
has been fund that seems to remedy 
this defect. This has been tested by 
tho advisory board of scientific experts 
in the British ministry of munitions 
and reported upon so favorably that 
the comptroller of munitions has called 
it to the attention of the Woolwich ar- 
senal and other munitions makers in, 
England. 


The inventor has not niado public 


the formula, but states that it is mere- 
ly an alloy of common metals blended 
in certain proportions and applied m 
Iho ordinary way with a torch. He 
shows a series of photographs of a 
large aluminum casting, with a groat 
piece broken out of it, being patched 
on, soldered and then 
filed 
down 


smooth.

MUTTON OUR GOOD MEAT. 


Mut'on is not served as often as It 


should be because many do not like 


the flavor. 
Before 


our butchers learn- 
ed that the carcass 
of a sheep should 
not 
be 
handled 


after the wool had 
covered the hands 
with its oil, much 
of the mutton was 
ruined as to flavor. 


If care is used In the preparation of 
the meat before it reaches the cook 
and she removes ell of the skin, there 
will be no wooly tiavor left to disturb 
the most fastidious. 
Mutton being ft 


short-fibered meat, is more easily di- 
gested than beef or pork. 


Mutton in Casserole.—Cut mutton 


into serving-sized pieces, roll in sea- 
soned flour with a bit of chopped onion 
and fry brown in a sivall amount of hot 
fat. Then add a pint or more of finely 
shredded carrots, with enough water 
to cook tnem, leaving just enough for 
the gravy. The flour will furnish the 
thickening. 
Cook slowly well covered 


for two or three hours, or until the 
meat and vegetables are tender. A 
small serving of meat with plenty of 
the carrots which are well flavored 
with the meat Juices will make a good 
meal. This dish may be prepared in 
an ordinary iron frying pan, cooking 
the meat and vegetables on the back 
part of the stove at the simmering 
temperature. 


Take a shoulder of mutton, remove 


the bone and fill with stuffing, using 
any desired forcemeat; baste frequent- 
ly while roasting. 


Mutton With Dumplings.—Take three 


pounds of the breast, simmer until 
tender, then set aside to cool; skim 
off all the fat, return the mutton to 
the liquid, add one or two onions finely 
chopped, salt, pepper and a little curry 
powder if liked. Just before ready to 
serve, drop dumplings into the boiling 
hot kettle; small ones cook in eight 
minutes. 
Serve with the dumplings 


surrounding the platter of moat. Mut- 
ton chops are delicious when well 
cooked and seasoned. Mutton may be 
served rare, lamb never. A few peas 
to a mutton stew adds to the flavor 
and gives variety. 


Breast of Mutton With Tomatoes.— 


Take three or four pounds of the 
breast of mutton, season well and put 
into the oven to roast. When it comj 
mences to get brown, pour over it r. 
half can of tomatoes, to which has 
been added one finely chopped green 
popper. Cook until the vegetables are 
well cooked.

lateral curves—of which the visible 
effect is rounded shoulders or one 
shoulder higher than the other.

MUTTON OUR GOOD MEAT.

Discovery of Method for 
Soldering Aluminum Will 
Aid Its Use in Industry 


The great drawback to the use of 
aluminum for industrial purposes has 
hitherto been that once broken or 
* 
cracked it could be mended only by 
riveting or welding, a costly process, 
for there has been no way of soldering 
the metal. At last, however, a solder 
has been fund that seems to remedy 
this defect. 
This has been tested by 
the advisory board of scientific experts 
in the British ministry of munitions 
and reported upon .so favorably that 
the comptroller of munitions has called 
it to the attention of the Woolwich ar­ 
senal and other munitions makers in^ 
England. 
The inventor has not made public 
the formula, but states that It Is mere­ 
ly an alloy of common metals blended 
in certain proportions and applied in 
the ordinary way with a torch. 
He 
shows a series of photographs of a 
large aluminum casting, with a great 
piece broken out of it. being patched 
on. soldered and then 
filed 
down 
smooth. 
For welding aluminum a tempera­ 
ture of more than 000 degrees Fahren­ 
heit is necessary; 3f)0 degrees suflice 
for soldering.

Mutton In Casserole.—Cut mutton 
Into serving-sized pieces, roll in sea­ 
soned flour with a bit of chopped onion 
and fry brown in a small amount of hot 
fat. Then add a pint or more of finely 
shredded carrots, with enough water 
to cook tnem, leaving just enough for 
the gravy. The flour will furnish the 
thickening. Cook slowly well covered 
for tw^o or three hours, or until the 
meat and vegetables are tender, 
A 
small serving of meat with plenty of 
the carrots which are well flavored 
with tlie meat juices will make a good 
I meal. 
This dish may be prepared In 
an ordinary iron frying pan, cooking 
the meat and vegetables on the back 
part of the stove at the simmering 
temperature. 
Take a shoulder of mutton, remove 
the bone and fill with stufling, using 
any desired forcemeat; baste frequent­ 
ly while roasting. 
Mutton With Dumplings.—Take three 
pounds of the breast, simmer until 
tender, then sot aside to cool; skim 
oiT all the fat, return the mutton to 
the liquid, add one or two onions finely 
chopp(»d, salt, pepper and a little curry 
powder if liked. Just before ready to 
iicrve, drop dumplings Into the boiling 
hot k(?ttie; small ones cook In eight 
minutes. 
Serve with the dumplings 
surrounding the platter of meat. I\Iut- 
ton chops are delicious wiien w’ell 
cooked and seasoned. Mutton may be 
served rare, lamb never. 
A few peas 
to a mutton stew adds to the flavor 
and gives variety. 
Breast of Mutton With Tomatoes.— 
Take three or four pounds of the 
breast of mutton, season well and put 
Into the oven to roast. AVhen it com^ 
mences to get brown, pour over it r 
half can of tomatoes, to which has 
been added one finely chopped green 
pepper. Cook until the vegetables are 
well cooked.

Barn Burned Near Gettysburg 


Fire of mysterious origin on Tuesday 


evening about 6:30 o'clock completely de- 
stioyed the large stone barn on the farm 
in Cumberland township, south of Gettys- 
burg, owned by Frank Stouffer, of Cham- 
bersburg, and tenanted by John McCleaf 
and his son, George McCleaf. The loss will 
reach $2500. The farm was purchased in 
the spring of 1916 from the Althedore 
Bushman estate and was formerly tenant- 
ed by Ivan Reily. Mr. McCleaf moved to 
the farm one month ago. With the build- 
ing there burned 5 calves, 90 chickens, 20 
bushels of corn, 2% tons of hay, a binder, 
one large wagon, all the harness, and a big 
straw stack. In August, 1914, the Mc- 
Cleafs Lad another barn burn for them 
when struck by lightning 
At that time 


they were tenants on the James Boyd farm 
m Liberty townbhip. The McCleaf family 
were finishing their evening meal when 
Mrs. John McCleaf, who also made the 
tiifccuvery of the blaze m 1914, saw flames 
shooting from one corner of the barn. The 
men took the seven horses from the build- 
ing at the risk of their own lives, burning 
embers falling about George McCleaf as he 
led the last horse to safety. 
Mr. Stouffer 


has insurance on the building. The Mc- 
Cleafs carried insurance in the Mummas- 
burg Mutual company almost sufficient to 
cover their loss. In the 1914 fire there 
was no destruction of stock.

County Boys Arrested As Spies* 


To be hold up as suspected German 
spies and placed in a station house for a 
day, was the experience of Charles Keagy, 
of Oxford road, near McSherrystown, and 
Albert Kline, of Midway, while returning 
from a two months* W’estcrn jaunt. The 
young mon left on February 27th on a 
sight-seeing trip. They first stopped at 
Dayton, Ohio. 
From there they wont to 
St. Louis, Kansas City and St. Paul From 
this point they went North to Anoka, 
Minnesota, where they spent some time. 
On Tuesday they decided to return home 
and went to the North-Westçrn railroad 
depot. 
Before they could purchase tick­ 
ets, however, three Secret Service men 
felt sure they had trailed two of the 
*‘Kaisor*s lieutenants,** and placed them 
under arrest, as suspects. Keagy and 
Kline were then taken to tho city police 
station, whore they were searched from 
head to foot, 
Fortunately for the young 
men, they had nothing on their person 
that would arouse suspicion, and the fol­ 
lowing morning they were liberated. The 
condition, however, was that they were to 
go to the depot and purchase tickets for 
‘‘Hanover, 
Pennsylvania.** 
Even 
the 
word ‘‘Hanover** looked suspicious and 
the fact that the boys could speak a little 
Pennsylvania Dutch didn*t help matters 
either. To be sure that the two “Ameri­ 
can Kaiser-\\ ilhelms” would not run at 
large, the Secret Service men accompan­ 
ied the boys to the depot and witnessed 
the purchase of the tickets. They arc 
now at their homes.

Barn Burned Near Gettysburg 


Fii'e of mysterious origin on Tuesday 
evening about 0:30 o’clock completely de­ 
stroyed the large stone barn on the farm 
in Cumberland township, south of Gettys­ 
burg, owned by Frank StoufTer, of Cham- 
bersburg, and tenanted by John McCleaf 
and his son, George McCleaf. The loss will 
reach Î»25Ü0. The farm was purchased in 
the spring of 191G from the Althedore 
Bushman estate and was formerly tenant­ 
ed by Ivan Roily. Mr. McCleaf moved to 
the farm one month ago. 
With the build­ 
ing there burned 5 calves, 90 chickens, 20 
bushels of corn, 2 ] ^ tons of hay, a binder, 
one large wagon, all the harness, and a big 
straw stack. 
In August, 1914, the Mc- 
C'leafs had another barn burn for them 
when struck by lightning 
At that time 
they were tenants on the James Boyd farm 
in Liberty township. The McCleaf family 
were finish)ng their evening meal when 
Mrs. John McCleaf, who also made the 
discovery of the blaze in 3914, saw flames 
shooting from one corner of the barn. The 
men took the seven horses from the build­ 
ing at the risk of their own lives, burning 
embers falling about George McCleaf as he 
led the last horse to safety. 
Mr. Stoufifer 
has insurance on the building. 
The Me- 
Cleafs curried insurance in the Mummas- 
burg Mutual company almost sufficient to 
cover their loss. 
In the 1914 fire there 
was no destruction of stock.

The grocers say that while they do not an** 
ticipate any shortage in sugar, they are 
unable to buy as large shipments as they 
would like to, from their jobbers, who are 
trying to stem any shortage that may 
arise later under the present conditions.
